The Post tells us that Mr. Roosevelt 


<gisn't going to invade states' rights, but 


will attempt to solve merely those 
problems that arise between the states, 
which no one state can handle, and 
which are therefore the proper prob- 
lems of the federal government. 


This is common sense. 
The list of unsolved problems ex- 


tending across state lines has grown 
steadily during the Twentieth Cen- 
tury. Utilities, oil, and the handling 
of many manufactured goods present 
problems that arc entirely out of the 
reach of any one state government. 


I for one don't believe that any state 


commission, however well-intentioned, 
competent and honest, can exert any 
appreciable control over private elec- 
tric, gas or telephone rates. I liave 
argued this fact editorially for a great 
many years. 
Invariably the utility 


company appeals to the federal court, 
and under existing laws the federal 
court has no choice but to hold that 
since the oul-of-state owner of the 
utility hiis fixed his production costs 
when service crossed over into our 
state, these production costs demand a 
fair rate from the consumer. 


Virtually no .state has ever been able 


to force a nation-wide utility to re- 
veal how these costs are arrived at — 
because the utility company is finan-

Woodrow Wilson in 1912 and 1916.

Looping Around West- 


ern Side of Hope 


An extension of rural route Number 


Three of the Hope postoffice has been 
authorized by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment at Washington, D. C., it was an- 
nounced here Thursday by Robert M. 
Wilson, Hope postmaster. 
Extension 


of the route is effective November 
16. 


This extension will afford rural mail 


service to approximately 35 families 
living along the recently-completed 
road which was constructed by the 
WPA, 
connecting Highways No. 4 and 


29, looping around Hope on the west 
side. 


The added service begins where the 


WPA road connects with No. 4, the 
Hope-Washington 
road, three miles 


northwest of Hope. It extends west 
and then south for 2te miles, crossing 
the Frisco and Missouri Pacific right- 
of-ways and the new 67 paved Hope- 
Fulton road. 


The route thc'ii turns cast, crosses 


the Spring Hill road, and thence along 
the extension of Sixteenth street to 
Main street in Hope. 


The total new territory to be served 


by the extension is approximately 
five miles. Families living on or near 
this road who desire rural delivery

In severe cases, a person who has 


been poisoned by bichloride of mer- 
cury suffers from pains in the abdo- 
men, vomiting, and a good deal of 
purging. The shock is obvious. 


In the worst cases, the effects on 


the kidney are serious, in that the flow 
of fluid from the body is stopped, lead- 
ing to a final uremia and death. 


In bichloride of mercury poisoning 


it is customary to give egg whites and 
milk as soon as possible. After the 
acute effects have passed, the stomach 
is washed out regularly and the action 
of the kidneys watched closely, so that 
appropriate help may be given if nee- 
] 


essary. Every case of bichloride of 
mercury poisoning is so Serious that 
the attention of acompetent physician 
should be kept regularly available. 


There are many different types of 


narcotic drugs which are also poison- 
ous when taken in sufficiently large 
doses. When persons are poisoned by 
these drugs, they are inclined to fall 
asleep and to sleep into death. It is 
customary, therefore, to treat the pa- 
tient by bringing about vomiting so as 
:o get as much of the poison out of the 
xxiy as possible.

off between not more than four teams, 
the playoff not to extend one week 
bebyond Thanksgiving day, regular 
closing week for high school teams. • 


Playoff participants will be selected 


by the AAA president and executive 
committee. The committee, according 
to Clary's proposal, will meet the sec- 
ond week in November to receive 
claims for the championship. 


"Ihe 
committee 
shall 
eliminate 


claims," the proposal states, "so that 
not more than four teams are left and 
these shall play for the championship 
as directed by the executive committee 
before the end of the official footbabll 
season, except that the final cham» 
pionship game-rnay.be scheduled one 
week after the end of the regular sea- 
son." 


The '-Clary Play-off" provides that 


the AAA executive committee shall 
have full authority for selecting the 
teams and for arranging details of the 
championship series. Proceeds from 
the playoff will be divided 40 per cent 
to each participating team and 20 per- 
cent to the association.
